1, David M. Neville, Jr., a citizen of the United States, residing at 9624 Parkwood Drive, 
Bethesda, Maryland 20814, declare that: 

1. 1 am a co-inventor with Judith M. Thomas and Stuart Knechtle of the above-referenced 
patent application and of the subject matter described and claimed therein. 

2. I am co-author of the article by Jerry Thompson, Huaizhong Hu, Joshua Scharfif and 
David M- Neville, Jr. entitled "An Anti-CD3 Single-chain Irnmunotoxin with a Truncated 
Diphtheria Toxin Avoids Inhibition by Pre-existing Antibodies in Human Blood," Journal of 
Biological Chemistry, 270 (47):28037-28041, 1995. 
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3. During the period of time in which the research described in the Thompson et al 
reference was conducted, Jerry Thompson was a post doctoral fellow in my laboratory. He 
participated in the experiments, provided technical support, and performed tasks under my 
direction. Although the contributions made by Dr. Thompson were substantial and warranted

4. During the period of time in which the research described in the Thompson et al 
reference was conducted, Huaizhong Hu was a post doctoral fellow in my laboratory. He 
participated in the experiments, provided technical support, and performed tasks under my 
direction. Although the contributions made by Dr. Hu were substantial and warranted 
authorship on the Journal of Biological Chemistry paper, Dr. Hu was not involved in the 
conception of a method of inhibiting a rejection response to a transplant using immunotoxins. 
Therefore, Dr. Hu did not contribute to the conception of the claimed invention, 

5. During the period of time in which the research described in the Thompson et al 
reference was conducted, Joshua Scharff was a technician in my laboratory. He provided 
technical support and performed tasks under my supervision. Although the technical 
contributions made by Mr, Scharff warranted authorship on the Journal of Biological Chemistry 
paper, Mr. Scarff was not involved in the conception of a method of inhibiting a rejection 
response to a transplant using immunotoxins. Therefore, Mr. Scarff did not contribute to the 
conception of the claimed invention.
